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CANTON PRESS AND PUBLIC 
SPEECH.

(Daily Press, March 9th.) 

In Canton, the one city besides Shanghai 
where the Press has arisen and flourished 
as a mighty public force, the newspapers 
appear to have heen making haste too 
quickly.

e time been an occasion for fear 
and trembling for foreign editors desi- 
rous of quoting from their Cantonese con- 
temporaries, so reckless do the native scrilies 
seem to have grown, Quite recently Viceroy 
Cuou Fu has been putting on a temporarily 
effective brake, but there will have to} 
be something more than official checks if 
the general body of native, jouruals are to | 
deserve well of their constituents.

Fourth Estate as well as others, and there 
appears to be sufficient ground for saying 
that some of the Canton productions might 
fairly be entitled the “Daily Blackmail.” 
For @ price, it is stated, news, or matter pur- 
porting to be news, may be either published 
or suppressed, and we remember during the 
American boycott a well-informed China- 
hand remarking that for a ceriain sum,— 
the amount was by no means extravagant— 
. he would guarantee to enlist the Press of 
Canton on the side of the American mer- 
_ chants. Be that as it may,—and we do not 
_ deny the poasibility of exaggeration—the 
Cantonese papers, or some of them, appear 
really to have gone to undue lengths in 
commenting on railway affairs. There un- 
doubtedly was a good deal in connection 
‘with the promotion of the Canton-Hankow 
line for which honest and fearless publicity 
was the bestremedy. Outspokenness was 
desirable, but in their perhaps justifiable 
indignation, some of our Lative contempor- 
aries have weakened the cate of the people 
by saying too much, by publishing state- 
ments of a nature to discount the genuine 
and neceseary allegations. ‘The result tem- 
porarily is a strong official j.olicy of repres- 
sion, and the alienation of some meavure 
of public sympathy and support. Qn the 
other hand, His Excellency the VicERoy 
in his annoyance at certain newspaper 
reports, has taken steps not easy tou 
justify, and in one particuiar may be said, 
as a transpacific adage has it, to have 
“bitten off more than he can chew," At 
one meeting of railway agitators some very 
strong language was used, and one enter- 
prising editor, who managed to secure a 
full report, was arrested. I¢ was not alleged 
thaf his report was unfair ur inaccurate, 
and he offered ‘the characteristic and shrewd 
excuse thut he had dove no more than h:s 
duty in recording the proccedings, maintain- 
ing that it was ouly right that officials and 
others should know what was going on. The 
upshot was, apart from the release of the 
editor and the arrest of the orator, that 
Viceroy Cxou Fu decreed that in future 
no public meeting of more than ae 
persons may be held without an official 
mit. This is a trouble-saving, machiavelian 
device, quite uatural and quite excusable 
i from the viceregal point of view, providing 
|. he be strong enough to enforce it. ‘Ihe 
| history of the world, however, shows that 
| nowhere and nowhen has such ff measure 
| ever been permanently successful. More 
often it enhances the trouble it seeks to 
[ avert. The early Christians in their Cata- 
| combs, the Russian malcontents in their 
| cellars, the Culturkampf agitators of

‘gagging acts” of the Georgian period 
were another notorious failure of this kind, 
and it is now a political truiam with the 
mere intelligeot administrations that the 
safest procedure asa tule is to “let them 
talk.” Political agitations, if not officially 
obstructed, bave been known to end in talk, 
whereas interforence often fans the flame to 
greater fury. We notice that a missionary 
ig anxious as to whether the Viceroy’s new 
law will apply to religious meetings. It 
might not always be pleasant for the 
missionaries, but if it did, and were persisted 
in, there could hardly be anything more 
likely to cause a revival. If stolen frait be 
sweet, forbidden fruit is alxays highly 
attractive.

THE HOUSE OF LORDS.

The six hundred odd lords of various ranks 
who constitute the Peers of Parliament have 
not over much to thank their pretended 
friends ou both tides of the House for. A 
hundred years ago the Upper House 
consisted of a compact and influential hod 
of members, separately and collectively 
representing the highest interests in the 
State, nearly all possessed of the quiet and 
unobtrusive influence which only ancient 
residence and ancient prestige cau confer, 
and underatanding well not only the 
traditions of government, but the more 
difficult task of holding their own amongst 
their neighbours and dependents, without 
exciting jealousy or raising any opposition of 
class to class. The dilution of the ranks of 
those honoured with titles of aristocracy had, 
it iatrue, commenced some little time prior to 
the beginning of the century by the whole- 
sale creation of a number of Irish Peers, 
whose ouly recommendation bad been, that 
as members of the Houce of Commons of 
Ireland they bad through thick ard thin 
supported the Ministry of the day in 
effecting the union of the two Parliaments. 
But the House of Lords as such was yet 
free from such intermiugling of the nouveau 
riche as would sensibly lower the general 
prestige of the House as a legislative assem. 
bly. Indeed the additions to its ranks were 
scarcely more than sufficient to provide 
for the wear and tear inherent io all 
aristocracies, as wellnas to add the necessary 
leayen of new ability to the political 
discussions of the assembly. After the 
beginning of the last century 
unfortunately became the }ractice ut the 
end of each session to reward the stauncher 
supporters of the ministry of the day by 
raising them to the peerage, independent of 
other cousideratione. Formerly, except in 
special cases where & stalesman had been 
long in office and had so acquired a 
hp cotrespouding socia] status, men selected 
for the honour were either of nobl-; families 
or had belonged to the grest untitled 
aristocracy, bat this soon came to bs a 
nesdless qualification, and the new vobility 


never thoreughly became assimilated with ; 


the old. Still, of course, ns is customary in 
such cases, they ‘soon became even greater 
sticklers for the privileges uf their class than 
the oldest of the old nobility itself. The 
cousequence is seen in the present position 
of the Sords as compared with the Commons. 
It is undeniable that a hundred years ago 


it |

there was not the same Gerce opposition of 
classes as is to be noted, to-day. Of course 
in a large measure this is to be attributed to 
the capture of the constituencies by the 
worki classes; but it cannot be 
doubted that the intensity of the divi. 
sion between the classes has been 
very much vated by the altered condi. 
tion of the House of Lords itself, and the 
large infusion of men sprung from what the 


working man cannot but look upon 
as his own class. Since the beatin: 
ning of the last century some five 


bundred new ile have been added to a 
House of Lords, and though a large pro 
tion of these have been re-creations of thes 
which have merely died out in the eldest 
line, pone nearly half have been new men 
ennobled for mere momentary services. 
Against such a class the democracy inallages 
have ever borne a grudge, and it is against 
the actions of these new peers who have 
become, as they think, more obstructive 
than the old Lords of the Realm, that the 
present outcry is in great mea:ure directed. 
The radical members of the present Govern- 
tment, themselves incapable of construction, 
do not hesitate to turn the attention of the 
democracy to these presumed enemies. 
‘‘ See,'’ they cry, ‘these men never come 
down to the House whea any useful measure 
is to be discussed, but if you have expressed 
your opinion on any aubject, however neces- 
sary for your welfare, they pour in 
deliberately and defeat it.” Such men as 
Mr. Lrorp Grogee, who but the other da 
had won the execration of all claases by 
their unblushing surport of the open enemies 
of their country, do not in their present 
temporary spell of ‘prosperity hesitate to 
announce their intention, even hy violence 
if required, ta Hea the institutions of 
their country which have stood the test of 
centuries. Foremost amongst their projacts 
is, of course, the abolition of the House of 
Lords, forgettul of the fact that were it not 
for the presence of n mo lerating element in 
the Constitution they themselves would at 
the moment be in hard case, and may be 
equally 81 to-morr:w. Now, as. we bave 
said, the House is scarcely in @ satisfacto 
state at the moment; but it is not the fault 
of the House itself, nor of its individual 
members, as moch aa of the Ministers chosen 
from both political les. According to 
the apie ot sal cart party pt Nas 
ment, for the last century and a half the 
Ministers have owel their office to, the 
changing temperament of the House of 
Commons, and have used their power equally 
effectually to lower in the eyes of the nation 
the upper Chamber. Asa consequence the 
House of Lords has ceased to be representa- 
tive, either of itself or of any interest of 
first-class importance in the state, and how 
to restore its dignity aod utility is now, it 
must be confessed, one of the chief problems 
of the day. To destroy it altogether would 
be to deprive the Statd of the governor 
necessary not only for the safe working 
of a State, but of every piece of ma. 
chinery. How, for example, would the 
metropolis get over the mischief that might 
be evolved in a single night were the 
electric supply werks to be deprived of their 
effective centrifugal governors? We see 
the same necessity for checking irregularities 
in working in every process of manufacture, 
The common sense of mankind bas from 
time to time in the vastly more important 
machine of governmeut applied & similar 
system of check and counter-check, but 
unfortunately through the mistakes of ‘three 
generations of statesmen the controli og 
element itself has been pat out of 

This we may allow withoat committing 
ourselves to one party or the other, But

how amend matters’ Would-be statesmen 
like Mr. Lroyp Grorce ery,—Stick a knife 
in it and let the machine burst itself up. 
Wiser men say amend the governor; in 
thia doubtless most are agreed, but how ig it 
to bedone? That is a point on which there 
are Ag many opinions as there are speakers. 
Perhaps the larger number would make it 
representative ; but how make it representa- 
tive, and representative of what ? Here 
again the divergence far exceeds the con- 
gruity.

occupied by foreigners. Unfortunately, 
this sort of thing is made easy by the unique 
nature of the Settlement ind the Court. 
There is nothing but prejudice or sentiment 
to sway most people's opinion in the matter. 
The Treaties hardly cover all the diffi. 
culties that arise, and it would 
puzzle even Soromon with all his wisdom 
to decide on principles of equity, su cun- 
ningly presented are the pleas’ on both 
hauds. Few people, however, fail to 
recognise the necessities of the situation ; 
and it seems a pity thut extransous 
or almost irrelevant considerations 
should arise to retard a settlement of 
all the difficulties. Between the Shanghai 
Municipal Council, the Consular Body and 
the Diplomatic Body, there seem to be 
inisunderstandings that interfere with such 
a settlemeat. New rules for the regulation 
of the Mixed Court are now about to be 
promulgated, after several years of more or 
less circular discussion. The Municipal 
Council, on behalf of the population chiefly 
affected, naturally takes a keen interest in 
these forthcoming rules, but whether it has 
been tactless in asserting its interest, or 
whether the Diplomatic Bidy ig com posed 
of men who regard official prerogatives and 
prestige as of more imyortanca than the 
public weal, the fact remains (hat the 
Municipal Council's views and opinions 
have not received from tle diplomats the 
attention and  considerution they woald 
seem to deserve. In the course of g 
correspondence that passed betweea the 
Municipal Council and the Consular Body 
of Shanghai the latter atate! ia a letter 
dated June 1, 1905 (published io the 
Municipal Keport for that year), that 
“eleven new rules based upon the sugges- 
tion made hy the Municipal Council some 
time ago and approved by the Consular 
Body have been placed before the Chinese 
Government by the Diplomatic Body.” 
The Senior Consul added that Ministers 
were of apivion that all efforts should be 
directed first to obtain sanction for these 
rules and to have them pat into force 
before agy nev proposals were made.

THE NATURE OF CHINESE 
“HISTORY.” 
————— —— —- 

(Daily Press, 15th March .) 

We have received from the 8. P.C. K.a 
[took entitled “Early Chinese History : 
Are the Chinese Classics forged?" hy 
‘Hersert J. Aten, sometime H.B.M. 
Consul at Newchwang. The 8S. P. C. K. 
' have before this shown themselves superior 
| to that vulgar credulity which would retard 
; the progress of Christian knowledge in the 
‘future, through the ill-founded fear of, 
. through a frank acknowledgement of the 
errors of the past, destroying the founda- 
, tions of religious belief. We have therefore 
‘no reason to express our surprise at the 
| Society having given its exequatur to this 
! somewhat crude production of Mr, Hersert 
Auven'’s. Hitherto credulity from various 
causes, principally ignorance and remotenesa 
trom the schools of modern thought, have 
reigned supreme in China, so that Sinology 
has come tc ben byeword in the historical 
and philological world. If Mr. ALLEN ha? 
shown himself an adept in_ kistorical 
criticism, or had made a deep study of the 
canons of philological research, we! could 
have welcoued his little work as a valuable 
asaistance to our knowledge of the past of 
extreme Oriental history. Mr. ALLEN 15 
unfortunately a tyro in both these sciences, 
and so his attempt to introduce some 
measure of commonsense into that very 
bizarre subject, Chinese scholarship, wiil, 
in the first iustance at least, have rather the 
contrary tendency. In the lony run it is 
doubtless a gain to the cause of knowle-Ige 
io general that the very suspicious fabric on 
which has been erected the structure mis- 
named Chinese History, should te exposed, 
but in seeking to demolisa one unsubstantial 
structure Mr. ALLEN has only succeeded in 
erecting another equally flimsy and un-

documents, because wa may safely assume 
that there are not, and never have been aay 
documents in the case. The invention of 
writing in China is a thing of eomparatively 
Inte growth, an] was even in the days of 
Conrucios ia so embryonic a state that 
though it might he male to represent facts 
to a certain extent, it could not express 
the corresponding words, oor act ag a 
medium for thought. It was not indeed till 
avme three or lour generations after the 
darth of the Muster that his historical 
‘lectures contained in the Tso Chwen 
were reduced to writing; and the record of 
the “conversations of the sage contained 
in the “Dtinyi,"’ bear ou their very face 
the evidence of still later, probably Han, 
reduction t> writiug. Writing during the 
time of T’srxn Sar Hwanatt, was, a3 we 
leqra from the nearly contemporary record in 
the “ Shi Ki," in but an inchoate condition ; 
and Ssema T’sten records bow the minister 
Lrsse was the first to introduce a method of 
writing which could’ be intelligible io the 
various languages and dialects then current. 

We must then dismiss as little more than 
a fable the pretended burning of the ancient 
“literature” put forward by the literates of 
another age as a screen to their own bare- 
faced, and generally ignorant forgeries, 
hat in a moment of anger at the tirades of 
the echolar SHuN Yuyues, who essayed to 
teach him how to rule the State his prowess 
had won, SHt Hwanati did order his books 
to be burnt is likely enough, but Ssama 
T’stex does not add thnt the hasty order 
was ever carried out. The absence of the 
books was, in fact, mainly brought about 
by their non-existence, added to the general 
confusion of the times. It is perhaps a 
piece of good fortune, in some respects at 
least, that the recension of the ancient 
literary remains should have falleo to the 
lot of the ignorant scholars of the Han, 
inasmuch as the style of the few yenutoe 
remains still existing is in marked contrast 
to the productions of tLe forgers. Tt is, 
however, unforlunately a fact that owing to 
the primitive and imperfect system under 
which t.e ordinary student, more especially 
should he belong to one of the “ sepvices, 


liearns Chinese, that the personal study of 


style is not encourazed, and the text is 
yen rally droned out in Aa vernacular 
paraphrase wherein all consciousness of the 
rhythm of the original is completely 
obscured. 

Mr. ALLEN bas thus been led to confuse 
the few genuine remains with the vast and 
prep nderating mass of verbiage in which 
they are concealrd, Another disability 
arises from the very nature of the mediam. 
The authentic works of antiquity have all 
been handed down orally, many of the 
ballads of the “Shi King’’ for close on a 
theusand years, befure at last they were 
cominitted to writing. During this period 
the langu ge underwent & profound change; 
from teing like its neighbours in the West 
an inflected speech, it auffered the usual 


| decay to which languaye is subjected when 


learned by an alien race; and became 
reduced tu what may be best described 
for the understandiag of our readers, 
as a “pidgin,” wherein first all 
inflectious were sloughed off, and secondly 
the remains of the speech which survived 
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became reduced to one of 
syllables. Regarding th 
fraginents it may be eaid 
not date back more than a thousand years 
B.C., and that the earliest figure that | 
emerges from the mass of tradition is the | 
forerunner of the petty kingdom of the:

not of China; it is Asiatic in the widest ! 
sense; and belongs to the same body of | 
ancient myth as’ underlies the stories of | 
Aryan India, of the ancient land of Iran, 

of far off Hellas itself. 

But the rejection of these fragments as ; 
veritable history by no means implies that | 
we are to condemn thein as forgeries, a 
reject them as useless towards our object of 
restoring history. In thia respect myth 
has frequently a part ta play more import- 
ant than pretended histury itself, as not | 
being subject to falsification to the same 
extent ; and in this case we find that the 
myths of the “ Shi King,” and in a lesser 
degree even those of the more corrupt “Shu 
King,” prove to fit in wonderfully with the 
still more badly manipulated tales of the 
Indian Mababharata and Ramayana 
eepecially the former. As there is no possi- 
-bility of the one havin been founded on 
the other, and each describes the Position of 
affairs in the lauds north of the Himalayas 
ut the game epoch, we are justified in drawing 
conclusions where both are in harmony, and 
we are thus enabled to carry back the main 
facts of the history of the Aryan races in 
both the vorth of India and in the plains of 
Eastern Turkestan for cone hundreds of 
years. More, the juxtaposition af the two 
throws a flood of light on the connection of 
both with the early Iranians, and go exem- 
plifies some of the more debated points in 
the early history of Zoroastrianis:. 

So much for Mr. ALLEN's suggestion as 
to the probable forgery of the mass of the 
“extant Chinese Classics, Jn endeavouring 
to rehabilitate the undoulitedly genuine, so 
_ far as they go, remains of antiquity to be 
found here and there amidst the mags of 
rubbish denominated the “ Chinese Classics” 
we must not be supposed to have a word to 
say in favour of that extraorditary associa. 
tion of misunderstood myth and downright 
untruth and forgery which has up to this 
been miscalled Chinese ‘ History." For it 
Mr. Aven has hardly spoken in sufficiently 
strong terns of reprobation. Mr. ALLEN 
gives a series of trauslations from Ssrewa 
T’atzn’s work, the “ Sbi Ki" or “ Historical 
Record” which show to what a bathes 
of absurdity a man of more than uver- 
age ability can permit himself to descend 
when he leaves the straight path of historical 
truth, The very absurdity of Ssema‘s 
efforts, when he attempts tor himself to 
make history, may be lookid upon as one of 
the strongest proofs of his utter incapacity 
to have forged any of the existing classics. 
Unfortunately Mr. Aten has made an 
attempt in bis trauslation to render into 
English the characters used by the author 
to represent proper names; the effect is 
bizarre—almosi as much so o8 SsEMA's own 
attempta to invent historv. Here area few 
lines copied faithfully :

read, You may indeed congratulate yourselves 
on the excellent reenlt obtained. The working 
of the mill has been satisfactory all the year 
round. The mill has worked steadily with no 
interruption except the usual holidays, As has 
been our policy during former years, we have 
again restricted our production to day work 
only, as we know from former experience 
that night work is both costly and not so pro- 
fitable as day work. Wo have had no labour 
troubles during the year uoder review, and the 
internal departments of the mil), including the 
engine room department, have worked well. 


The yarn market during the year has 
bean satisfactory on the whole. There 
was a great demand for the locally made 


article during the first part of the year 
followed by a lull during the latter balf 
accentuating itself more since December, so that 
we carry at present a stock of some 4,500 bales 
which, however, isall sold. The outlook for the 
fatare is not bad, although the margin between 
prices of cotton and yaro has been somewhat re- 
daced. There may, of course, be lean years for 
as in st re, but on the whole the stay of the 
industry has been assured. The supply of cotton 
during last year bas been ample and of sa 
factory quality, and, apart from our little 
troubles with the dealers aboat the vexed 
watering question, there has been no ground for 
compliint. The total net profit of our mill, 
including the amount brought forward from 
1901, shows a sum of Tle, 232,021.42, out of 
which it is proposed to pay a dividend of ten per 
cant on our share capital, absorbiog 1'ls. 100,000. 
The usual depreciations, etc., have been provided 
for, as eaumerated in the Raport ia your hands, 
and an amount of Tls. 50.663.40 will be 
carried forward to 19U7 account. As regards 
the various items ia the accounts, there 
is littla to be said indeed. Our property 
account, under the heading Asseta, howe an 
increase of Tls. 5,487.68, representing the par- 
ohase-money for two small strips of land on the 
North side of th» Yangtsepoo Road, opposite 
our mill building and adjoinis oar other pro- 
perty there, We have acquired this land to round 
off some small strips bought previously. The 
buildiog account shows an increase of Tl«. 8,506 
representing mainly the balance of the coat 
of our new manager's residence. The house 
has been completed during last year and is now 
occupied by our mill manager, The whole of oar 
machinery is ia perfect working order owing 
to the constant cace bestowed on it.

arly this morning. A foreign constable named 
Morrow heard the noise and on going to their 
assistance was shot dead. All the ruffians 
escaped, 
Shanghai, March 12th. 

At the icqnest held on Constable Morrow, 
who was shot by Chinese bandits, a verdict of 
murder against persons unknown was returued. 

The coroner (Mr. J. C. ws. Douglas) passed 
some strong striclures on tha Municipal 
Council for starving the Police Department, 
He asserted that the present force was totally 
inadequate, condemned the proposal to streng-. 
then the Indian branch, and declared that a 
reinforcement of the foreign personnel was the 
only solution. He paid a bigh tribute to the 
-exoellence of the work now being done in 
circumstances of difficulty and danger. 

The funeral to-day was attended by 
practically all the members of the Police, by 
representatives of the British Consulate and 
Municipal Council, and by the City and Mixed 
Court Magistrates. 

A Daily Prese tele 
March 14th, said : — 

Sir Pelbam Warren has sent a strongly 
worded prutestation to the Taotai with regard 
to the slackness of the Native City Authorities 
in punishing desperadoes committed thither 
from the Mixed Cae. He aaserts that the 
Chinese neglect to deal properly with such 
prisoners amounts to direct encouragement of 
serious crime within the Settlement.

PIECE GOODS 


Mesara. Noel, Murray & (a.'s Report on the 
Shanghai Fiece Goods Trade, dated Shanghai 
‘th March, 1907, states:--With the de- 
parture of the six direct steamers toa Tient- 
sin on the 1st and 2nd inst. all life and 
interest seems to have disappeared, and the 
market is ina state of utter stagnation. There 
is not the slightest demand for fresh supplies 
vither from. steck, or ta arrive, and even for 
Manchester goods bought last Spring and which 
are just arriving barely covering cost can be 
obtained. Clearances of these makes, however, 
and especially fancies, are fairly satisfactory, 
but with American makes it is otherwise, and it 
is said the dealers are getting nervous on account 
of the unexpected non-clearances of woods against 
which loans are shortly falling due So far as 
the sources of supply go nothing could be more 
favourable than the present conditions, but they 
do not help the situation at all. The knowledge 
that the goods are overstocked here 14 wide- 
epread and the certainty that they must be quitted 
sooner or later causes operaturs in the country to 
refrain from buying now in the hope of prices 
coming down. The Auction prices ace sufficient 
evidence that there inust be same demand, and a 
pretty brisk ooe at that, or else the dealers here 
are keeping prices up to auit their own enda, 
The position is peculiar and importers are kept 
entirely in the dark. ‘The situation in the 
immediate neighbourhood is certainly net con- 
ductive to a flourishing trade. The distress 
caused by the fauine is at its heyht and the high 
price of rice is largely responsible fer the 
staynation in trade. In the Nerth there are 
constant rumeurs of impending troubles, and the 
country generally is seething with an insurrec- 
tionary spint which must impair eredit and shake 
all business confidence, There is ne news aa yet 
concerning the arrival of the «teamer<« in Tient- 
sin, but in the meantime the market 1 «aid to 
have slumped te a considerable extent and 
clearances were very slow. It 1 reported that 
there are fully 100,000 bales American gods bere 
in the hands of the natives bought and paid for 
that} market, but operaters them: ane keeping 
them out until the direct iopertations have been 
dealt with.
